ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  is  the 
Council  of  Parent-Teacher  Associations 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools,  NE 
Region,  District  8,  of  the  Indiana  Con- 
gress of  Parents  and  Teachers,  Inc.,  a 
branch  of  the  National  Congress  of  Par- 
ents and  Teachers  (National  PTA). 

^ARTICLE  II  -  ARTICLES  OF  ORGANIZATION 

This  council  exists  as  an  unincorporat 
ed  association  of  its  members.      Its  "art 
icles  of  organization"  comprise  these  by- 
laws, as  from  time  to  time  amended,  and 
its  articles  of  association,  if  any.  In 
the  absence  of  separate  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, the  by-laws  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  articles  of  association.     In  the 
event  of  any  conflict  between  these  by- 
laws and  the  articles  of  association, 
these  bylaws  shall  govern. 
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* ARTICLE  III  -  OBJECTS 

Section  1.    The  objects  of  the  Council 
of  Parent-Teacher  Associations  of  the 
Fort  Wayne  Community  Schools  are: 

a.  To  promote  the  Objects  of  the  Nation- 
al Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers 

which  are 

To  promote  the  welfare  of  children  and 
youth  in  home,  church,  and  community. 
To  raise  the  standards  of  home  life. 
To  secure  adequate  laws  for  the  care 
and  protection  of  children  and  youth. 
To  bring  into  closer  relation  the  home 
and  the  school,  that  parents  and  teach- 
ers may  cooperate  intelligently  in  the 
education  of  children  and  youth. 
To  develop  between  educators  and  the 
general  public  such  united  efforts  as 
will  secure  for  all  children  and  youth 
the  highest  advantages  in  physical, 
mental,    social,  and  spiritual  education 

b.  To  unify  and  strengthen  local  PTA's 
comprising  the  council. 

c.  To  provide  for  the  conference  and 
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cooperation  of  the  local  PTA's  in  the 
council  membership  so  as  to  create  a  Pub- 
lic opinion  favorable  to  the  interests  of 
child  welfare;    to  encourage  child  welfare 
projects  in  the  various  local  units;  and 
to  assist  in  the  formation  of  new  PTA's 
according  to  the  plan  of  the  state  PTA. 
d.  To  promote  the  interests  of  the  Nation- 
al PTA  and  of  the  state  PTA  within  its 
territory. 

Section  2.    The  objects  of  this  council 
are  promoted,  in  cooperation  with  the  Ind- 
iana Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  Inc. 
(Indiana  PTA)  and  the  National  PTA,  through! 
an  educational  program  directed  toward 
parents,  teachers,  and  the  general  public; 
are  developed  through  conferences,  commit- 
tees,  projects,  and  programs  and  are  gov- 
erned  and  qualified  by  the  basic  poli- 
cies set  forth  in  Article  IV. 

* ARTICLE  IV  -  BASIC  POLICIES 

The  following  are  basic  policies  of 
this  council: 


a.  The  council  shall  be  noncommercial, 
nonsectarian,  and  nonpartisan . 

b.  The  name  of  the  council  or  the  names  of 
any  members  in  their  official  capacities 
shall  not  be  used  in  any  connection  with  a 
commercial  concern  or  with  any  partisan 
interests  for  any  purpose  not  appropriately 
related  to  the  promotion  of  the  Objects  of 
the  council. 

Co  The  council  shall  not  -  directly  or  in- 
directly -  participate  or  intervene  (in 
any  way,  including  the  publishing  or  dis- 
tributing of  statements)  in  any  political 
campaign  on  behalf  of,  or  in  opposition  to, 
any  candidate  for  public  office;    or  devote 
more  than  an  insubstantial  part  of  its  act- 
ivities to  attempting  to  influence  legis- 
lation by  propaganda  or  otherwise, 
d.  The  organization  shall  work  with  the 
schools  to  provide  quality  education  for 
all  children  and  youth  and  shall  seek  to 
participate  in  the  decision-making  process 
establishing  school  policy,  recognizing 
that  the  legal  responsibility  to  make  decis- 
ions has  been  delegated  by  the  people  to 
boards  of  education. 
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e.  The  council  may  cooperate  with  other 
organizations  and  agencies  concerned  with 
child  welfare 9  but  persons  representing 
the  council  in  such  matters  shall  make  no 
commitments  that  hind  the  council, 
f •    In  the  event  of  dissolution  of  the  coun- 
cil, its  assets  shall  be  distributed  for 
one  or  more  of  the  exempt  purposes  speci- 
fied in  Section  501(c)  (3)  of  the  Internal 
Code  of  195*+  as  from  time  to  time  amended. 

g.  Only  Congress  PTA's  in  Fort  Wayne  shall 
be  members  of  this  council. 

h.  The  council  shall  meet  for  the  purpose 
of  conference  and  cooperation  in  matters  of 
child  welfare  only.    It  may  not  legislate 
for  the  local  PTA's. 

ARTICLE  V  -  MEMBERSHIP  AND  DUES 
^Section  1.    Membership  in  this  council 
shall  consist  only  of  local  Congress  units, 
hereafter  called  local  PTA's  in  Fort  Wayne, 
upon  the  payment  of  dues  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Section  2.    The  annual  dues  for  membership 
in  this  council  shall  be  $10.00  for  each 
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local  PTA  in  membership  and  shall  be  paya- 
ble on  or  before  the  November  Meeting  of 
each  year. 

Section  3*    Additional  member  units  may  be 
accepted  at  any  time. 

Section  k.    Delegates  from  local  PTAfs  whose 
dues  to  council  are  in  arrears  shall  not 
participate  in  the  business  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  VOTING  BODY 

Section  1.    The  voting  body  of  this  council 
shall  consist  of  the  members  of  the  execu- 
tive committee;    the  chairmen  and  co-chair- 
men of  council  standing  committees,  the 
members  of  the  Advisory  Board;    past  coun- 
cil presidents;    the  regularly  elected  off- 
icers of  PTA  units,  the  principal  of  each 
school;    and  one  consultant  appointed  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 
Section  1.    The  officers  of  this  council 
shall  be  a  president,  first  vice-president, 
second  vice-president,  recording  secretary, 
treasurer  and  two  (2)  members-at-large . 
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These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the 
March  meeting  of  the  council  for  a  term  of 
one  year  (l).    Officers  shall  assume  their 
official  duties  immediately  following  the 
close  of  the  school  year;    shall  be  ins- 
talled at  the  final  council  meeting,  and 
shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  and/or 
until  their  successors  are  elected. 
Section  2.     Only  members  of  a  PTA  unit 
whose  state  and  council  dues  are  paid  and 
whose  individual  dues  to  the  unit  are  paid 
shall  be  eligible  to  hold  office  or  to 
serve  on  a  council  committee.    A  person 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  more  than 
two  consecutive  terms  in  the  same  office. 
One  who  has  served  one-half  or  more  of  a 
term    shall  be  credited  with  having  served 
that  term. 

Section  3.    Any  member  who  has  served  as 
president  of  a  local  PTA  unit  for  two  (2) 
one-year  terms,  or  who  has  served  as  pres- 
ident of  a  local  PTA  for  one  (l)  one-year 
term  and  an  additional  year  as  a  council 
chairman    or  member-at -large,  is  eligible 
to  hold  office  in  the  council.    These  qual- 
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ifications  do  not  apply  to  the  second  vice- 
president. 

Section  k.    Nominations  of  officers  shall 
be  made  by  a  nominating  committee  consist- 
ing of  five  (5)  members  of  the  voting  body 
of  the  council,  no  two  of  whom  shall  be 
from  the  same  member  unit.    This  committee 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  regular 
council  meeting  in  November;    or  on  a  mo- 
tion from  the  floor,  elections  may  be  by 
voice  when  there  are  only  five  (5)  nominees 
presented.    The  nominating  committee  shall 
present  a  single  slate  of  officers  at  the 
March  meeting.    The  consent  of  each  candi- 
date must  be  obtained  before  his  name  is 
placed  in  nomination.    Additional  nomina- 
tions may  be  made  from  the  floor,  provided 
the  consent  of  each  candidate  has  been  ob- 
tained before  his  name  is  placed  in  nomin- 
ation. 

Section  5-    Election  shall  be  by  ballot  and 
a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  for  an  office 
shall  be  necessary  to  elect,  unless  there 
is  but  one  candidate  for  each  office,  then 
upon    adoption  of  a  motion  from  the  floor 
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the  election  may  be  by  voice. 
Section  6.    A  vacancy  occuring  in  any  off- 
ice shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term 
by  the  executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 
Section  1.    The  president  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  council  and  its  execu- 
tive committee;    shall  appoint  all  chair- 
men of  special  committees;    shall  help  to 

extend  PTA  work  into  all  parts-  of  the 
council  territory,  keeping  it  in  harmony 
with  the  state  plan;    and  shall  coordinate 
the  work  of  the  officers  and  committees; 
in  order  that  the  Objects  may  be  promoted. 
Section  2.    The  vice-presidents  shall  act 
as  aides  to  the  president,  and  shall,  in 
their  designated  order,  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  president. 
Section  3-    The  recording  secretary  shall 
record  the  minutes  of  all  meetings;  shall 
notify  each  committee  chairman  of  his  ap- 
pointment;   shall  keep  an  accurate  roster 
of  the  names  of  the  local  PTA's  in  member- 
ship,   the  names  and  addresses  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  council  executive  committee. 
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Section  k.    The  corresponding  secretary- 
shall  conduct  all  correspondence  delegated 
to  him  and  notify  members  of  the  executive 
committee  of  meetings  of  the  official  group • 
Section  5.    The  treasurer  shall  have  charge 
of  all  funds  belonging  to  the  council;  shall 
collect  and  keep  account  of  all  moneys  of 
the  council;    shall  present  a  financial 
statement  at  each  meeting  of  the  council; 
shall  prepare  at  the  end  of  the  school  year 
a  printed  annual  report.    The  books  of  the 
treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by  an 
auditor,  who  satisfied  that  the  report  is 
correct,  shall  sign  a  statement  to  that  ef- 
fect at  the  end  of  the  report.    The  auditor 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  executive  committee. 
Section  6.    The  member s-at -large  shall  rep- 
resent the  president  upon  request  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  president  or  executive  committee. 
Section  7.    All  officers  shall 
a.  Perform  the  duties  prescribed  in  the 
parliamentary  authority  in  addition  to 
those  outlined  in  these  bylaws  and  those 
assigned  to  them  from  time  to  time. 
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b.  Deliver  to  their  successors  all  official 
material  within  30  days  following  the  meet- 
ing at  which  their  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE. IX  -  MEETINGS 

Section  1,    Regular  meetings  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  the  months  of 
September,  October,  November,  January, 
February,  March  and  April  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  by  the  executive  commit- 
tee. "'»q 

Section,  2.    The  regular  business  meeting 
held  in  March  shall  be  known  as  the  annual 
meeting  and  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  officers,    receiving  reports  of 
officers  and  committees,  and  for  any  oth- 
er business  that  may  arise. 
Section  3.    Special  meetings  of  the  coun- 
cil may  be  called  by  the  president,  by 
majority  vote  of  the  executive  committee, 
or  by  a  majority  of  the  local  units  in 
membership . 

Section  U.    Meetings  of  this  council  shall 
be  open  to  the  members  of  all  units  hold- 
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ing  membership  in  the  council,  but  the 
privilege  of  introducing  motions  and  voting 
shall  be  limited  to  the  voting  body  as  out- 
lined in  ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  5*    A  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  in  any  meeting  of  this  council 
shall  consist  of  at  least  one  delegate  each 
from  a  majority  of  the  member  units. 

ARTICLE  X  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
Section  1.    The  executive  committee  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  of  the  council, 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  3    the  pres- 
ident of  the  Principal's  Association  or 
his  representative,    the  president  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  Education  Association  or 
his  representative,    the  president  of  the 
Teacher's  Council  or  his  representative, 
the  budget  committee,  the    retiring  coun- 
cil president,  the  parliamentarian,  the 
bulletins  chairman,    the    publicity  chair- 
man,   the  program  chairman,    Junior  High 
School  chairman.    High  School  chairman, 
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leadership  training  chairman  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  Study  of 
Schools  and  Education. 

Section  2.    The  executive  committee  shall 
transact  such  business  as  may  he  referred 
to  it  by  the  council;    shall  conduct  the 
business  of  council  in  the  interim  between 
regular  meetings;    shall  fill  vacancies 
in  office;    shall  constitute  the  program 
committee  for  all  affairs  of  the  council; 
shall  appoint  the  committee  chairmen  and 
the  Advisory  Board;    and  shall  report 
at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Council. 
Section  3.    Regular  meetings  of  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  shall  be  held  monthly 
during  the  school  year*    the  time  to 
be  fixed  by  the  committee  at  its  first 
meeting  of  the  year.    Special  meetings 
of  the  committee  may  be  called  by  the 
president    or  by  two  (2)    other  members 
of  the  committee. 

Section  U.    Five  (5)  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  COMMITTEES 

Such  standing  committees  shall  be  created 
by  the  executive  committee  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  promote  the  Objects  and  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  council.    Their  term 
shall  be  one  year. 

* ARTICLE  XII  -  RELATIONSHIP  WITH  NATIONAL 
PTA  AND  STATE  PTA 
Section  1.  This  council  is  a  constituent 
organization  of  the  National  PTA.    It  is 
organized  and  chartered  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  State  PTA5  which  is  enabled  to 
do  so  under  the  Bylaws  of  the  National  PTA. 
Section  2.    The  bylaws  of  this  council  are 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  PTA 
and  may  not  conflict  with  the  Bylaws  of 
the  National  PTA    and  the  bylaws  of  the 
State  PTA.    Any  provision  of  the  bylaws 
of  the  council  that  conflicts  with  the  by- 
laws of  the  National  PTA  or  the  bylaws  of 
the  State  PTA  shall  be  null  and  void. 
Section  3.    The  council  shall  keep  such 

.  kl  - 


permanent  books  of  accounts  and  records 
shall  be  sufficient  to  establish  the  items 
of  gross  income,  receipts,  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  association,  including  spec- 
ifically, the  number  of  its  member.  PTA's 
and  the  dues  collected  from  them.  Such 
books  of  accounts  and  records  shall  at  all 
reasonable  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
an  authorized  representative  of  the  state 
PTA,  or,  where  directed  by  the  committee 
or  state  and  national  relationships,  by 
a  duly  authorized  representative  of  the 
National  PTA. 

Section  k.    The  status  of  this  council 
shall  be  subject  to  termination  and  its 
charter  as  a  council  shall  be  subject  to 
withdrawal,  in  the  manner  and  under  the 
circumstances  provided  in  the  bylaws  of 
the  State  PTA. 

Section  5«    This  council  is  obligated,  up- 
on withdrawal  of  its  charter  by  the  state 
PTA  (a)  to  yield  up  and  surrender  all  its 
books  and  records  and  all  its  assets  and 
property  to  the  state  PTA  or  to  another 
Council  organized  under  the  authority  of 
the  State  PTA;     (b)  to  cease  and  desist 
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from  the  further  use  of  any  name  that  im- 
plies or  connotes  association  with  the 
National  PTA  or  the  State  PTA  or  status 
as  a  constituent  organization  of  the  Nat- 
ional PTA;  and  (c)    to  carry  promptly,  un- 
der the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
State  PTA  all  proceedings  necessary  or 
desirable  for  the  purpose  of  dissolving 
this  council. 

ARTICLE  XIII    -  FISCAL  YEAR 
The  fiscal  year  of  the  council  shall  begin 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  school  year  and 
end  at  the  conclusion  of  the  following 
school  year. 

^ARTICLE  XIV  -  PARLIEMENTARY  AUTHORITY 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Revised  shall  gov- 
ern   this  council  in  all  cases  in  which 
they  are  applicable  and  in  which  they  are 
not  in  conflict  with  the  bylaws  of  the 
Indiana  PTA  and  of  the  National  PTA. 

^ARTICLE  XV  -  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.    a.    These  bylaws  may  be  amend- 
ed at  any  regular  meeting    of  this  council 
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by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  pres- 
ent and  voting,  providing  written  notice 
of  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been 
given  to  each  member  PTA  and  to  each  mem- 
ber of  the  executive  committee  at  least 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meet- 
ing at  which  action  is  taken,  and  provid- 
ed the  amendment  is  not  in  conflict  with 
the  required  articles  prescribed  in  by- 
laws of  the  State  PTA  and  the  National  PTA. 

b.  A  committee  may  be  appointed  to  submit 
a  revised  set  of  bylaws  as  a  substitute 
for  the  existing  bylaws  only  by  a  major- 
ity vote  at  a  meeting  of  the  council,  or 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee.   The  procedure  for  action  on  a- 
mendments  in  Section  1,  a,  should  then  be 
followed. 

c.  After  approval  by  a  two- thirds  vote 
at  a  meeting  of  the  council,  two  copies 
of  all    amendments    or  revisions  shall  be 
sent  for  approval  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons designated  by  the  State  PTA. 
Section  2.    The  council  shall  include  in 
its    bylaws  provisions  corresponding  to 
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the    provisions  of  the  Bylaws  of  the  Nat- 
ional PTA  that  are  identified  therein  by 
a  double  star,  except  for  those  "double- 
starred"  provisions  that  apply  specific- 
ally and  solely  to  local  PTA's.    The  adop- 
tion by  the  National  PTA  of  an  amendment 
to  any  of  the  "double-starred"  provisions 
of  its  Bylaws  serve  automatically  and  with- 
out the  requirement    of  any  further  action 
by  the  council  to  amend  correspondingly  the 
bylaws  of  the  council.  Notwithstanding 
the  automatic  character  of  the  amending 
process,    the  council  shall  take  action 
promptly  to  incorporate  such  amendments 
in  its  bylaws. 
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STANDING  RULES  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF 
PARENT-TEACHER  ASSOCIATIONS  OF  THE 
FORT  WAYNE  COMMUNITY  SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  Standing  Rules  governing  this 
Council  shall  be  reviewed  and  voted  on 
annually  at  the  regular  March  meeting 
of  the  Council  of  the  Parent-Teacher 
Associations  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Community 
Schools  o 

2.  There  shall  be  an  advisory  Board  of 
not  more  than    five  (5)  members  appoint- 
ed annually  by  the  executive  committee, 
from  among  local  leaders  in  public  edu- 
cation   and  welfare. 

3.  An  announcement  shall  be  made  by  the 
Secretary  at  the  March  meeting  of  the 
Council  to  send  the  president-elect  to 
the  National  Convention  with  expenses 
paid. 

k.    The  executive  committee  shall  select 
a  member  to  serve  on  the  Mayor's  Advisory 
Committee  for  School  Board  Appointments. 
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This  person,  once  he  has  been  selected, 
shall  act  in  his  own  behalf  and  will  not 
officially    represent  the  Council  which 
recommends  him.    This  leaves  him  free 
to  act  as  an  individual,  to  think  objec- 
tively, and  to  act  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  community  as  a  whole  and  does  not 
commit  the  Council  to  which  he  belongs, 
a.    If  the  Advisory  Committee  is  not  act- 
ive the  Council  shall  submit  a  list  of 
qualified  persons  for  the  school  board 
to  the  Mayor. 

5.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
an  allowance  of  $50.00    each  shall  be 
given  to  the  Clothing  Bank  Chairman  and 
the  Book  Bank  Chairman. 

6.  There  shall  be  an  Elementary  Chairman, 
a  Junior  High  School  Chairman  and  a  High 
School  Chairman,  each  shall  be  an  advis- 
or and  coordinator  in  his  specific  area; 
install  officers  and  speak  at  Study  Group 
meetings  as  requested;    and  shall  perform 
such  other    duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  president  or  the  executive  commit- 
tee. 
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7.  The  Program  Chairman  shall  act    as  an 
aide  to  the  First  Vice-President. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  Student  Aid  Fund  to 
be  governed  as  follows: 

a.  The  fund  cannot  be  used  for  any  child 
or  family  who  is  eligible  for  help  through 
any  organized  agency. 

b.  A  family,  in  the  Fort  Wayne  Community 
Schools,  ineligivle  for  help  from  an  org- 
anized relief  agency  because  of  lack  of 
legal    residence,  or  whose  adults  refuse 
to  make  the  necessary  application  for  such 
aid,  may  receive  help  from  this  fund. 

c.  The  Council  Executive  Board  will  take 
under  advisement  the  facts  in  regard  to 
the  distribution  of  funds,  where  an  indiv- 
idual case  would  exceed  $50.00.  (recom- 
mendations by  the  Executive  Board  will  be 
voted  on  at  a  regular  Council  Meeting. ) 

d.  Each  High  School  is  entitled  to  $50.00, 
each  Junior  High  School  is  entitled  to 
$25.00,    each  Elementary  School  is  entit- 
led to  $15.00  a  year  upon  written  request 
to  the    Council  Treasurer  signed  by  the 
School  Principal  and  the  local  PTA  Pres- 
ident. 
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e.    The  sun  of  one  scholarship  ($200.00) 
shall  be  allowed  for  the  State  Scholarship 
Fund  each  year  from  the  Student  Aid  Funds. 

9.  Following  the    election  of  officers, 
they  shall  be  advised  to  appoint  the  stand- 
ing conni ttees  for  the  following  school 
year. 

10.  Any  new  PTA  unit  shall  be  a  member  of 
Council  but  will  not  be  required  to  pay 
Council  dues  for  the  school  year  in  which 
it  was  organized  if  what  ur.it  is  organized 
before  January  31.    Any  unit  organized 
between  February  1  and  the  end  of  the  school 
year  shall  not  pay  council  dues  for  the 
next  year.
